Peter, 

Attached files have scanned letters from CDPHE and EPA in response to my letter of early December. My 
original letter also is attached. I would appreciate your forwarding this message with attachments to 
ARSG. 

Recall that I and about 15 others petitioned the agencies to take more aggressive action on cleaning up 
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mining contamination of the upper Animas River watershed. Not surprisingly both agencies responded that 
they would continue with what are trivial cleanup actions and endless monitoring. At least, the agencies 
now know there are some citizens not satisfied with the lack of progress. 

Meanwhile those same agencies have been aggressively cleaning up other mining contaminated watersheds 
with success in returning macro-invertebrates and fish, and including new designations of gold medal 
fisheries. I am saddened by both the continuing wreckage on Animas wildlife and the incongruous 
difference in cleanup actions in the Animas compared to other watersheds. 

I strongly urge the members of ARSG individually or as a group to pursue National Priority Listing of the 
Animas mining district. After all, twenty years of cleaning up around the edges and casting around for 
magic solutions is not working. Superfund could bring the funding and legal resources to get the job done 
as it has in other watersheds. If this means going after Principle Responsible Parties such as Kinross, so be 
it. The mining industry has left no lasting legacy in the watershed except the ongoing contamination of 
their abandoned mines. The mineral resources the miners removed from the area turned to riches 
elsewhere. 

Some in the local community continue to veto Superfund; however, the successful remediation and 
minimal community impacts in those other watersheds belie the local Superfund bogeyman. Superfund 
designation and resources are more likely than current actions to bring life back to the Animas River.
